Wednesday's 

Greetings 

I T IS the privilege of the Sheffield 
Wednesday Football Club Ltd., for 
the fourth time In six years, to accom¬ 
modate a semi-final tie of the Football 
Association Challenge Cup. It is an 
opportunity which is appreciated because 
it is a further tribute to our enclosure 
and because it gives many people in this 
part of the country the chance to see a 
match between teams of experts. 

With the attendance limited many 
people have been disappointed by not 
being able to get a ticket. But to supply 
everyone who wished to see the semi¬ 
final . . . well oven Wembley Stadium 
would not have met requirements. Shef¬ 
field Wednesday alone have had 50,000 
applications. Newcastle United were 
reported to have had approaching 80,000! 
The appeal of this Wolverhampton 
Wandorers-Newcastle United semi-final 
has been enormous. 

Our first duty is to give all our visitors, 
officials and spectators, a cordial wel¬ 
come to Hillsborough and to Sheffield. 
Wc hope that the match, which has the 
material to be a classical encounter, will 
satisfy all in the matter of thrills and 
good football and redound not only to 
the credit of the two teams but also to 
the game which has girdled the world. 

We hope that the arrangements which 
havo boen made for the comfort of 
spectators and the conduct of the match 
meet with approval. Mr. E. W. Taylor, 
our secretary-manager, with an aug¬ 
mented staff have had to get through a 
tremendous amount of work and in an 
unusually limited amount of time. They 
have not spared themselves. 

It may be that many of our visitors 
havo not been to Sheffield and to Hills¬ 
borough before. Maybe they have been 
surprised to find such a well-equipped 
ground, one, which we believe—and in 


our opinion rightly so—to be one of the 
best in the country. 

Room for improvement there is on this 
ground, as there is on every ground, but 
these arc difficult times and schemes can¬ 
not be put in hand owing to the labour 
shortago, scarcity of materials and. of 
course, the necessary licence. 

Newcastle United have not played 
in a semi-final here before, but Wolver¬ 
hampton Wanderers did so in 1949, when 
they drew I—I with Manchester United. 
They won the replay at Goodison Park 
and wont on to win the Cup.
